Be it enacted by the Kings molt excellent Ma⸗ 
jeſtie, with the conſent of the Loꝛds Spirituall and 
Tempoꝛall, and the Commons in this pꝛelent Par⸗ 
Vament aſſcmbled,that the ſaid Laws and Statutes 
be from hencefoꝛth duly kept and obſerved, and your 
Majeſtics loyall x obedient Subjects, in this preſent 
Parliament now aſſembled, do humbly pꝛay, that it 
be enacted, And be it enacted accoꝛdingly, by the au-
